WITH LASER 

A rare operation to restore 
heartbeats using a laser has been 
carried out in the dlnlc at the 
Kaunas Medical Institute by 
Corresponding Member of the 
USSR Academy o! Medical Sci- 
ences Professor J. Brtdlkis and 

Candidate of Medical Sciences 
V. Obelenls. 

Tho pa llent . a 41 yea r -old 
worker, has suffered from severe 
attacks ot arrhythmia which 
sometime*' lasted (or several 
days. Tha Impulse-conducting 
system ot the heart had to be 
corrected by crossing Ihe addi- 
tional nerve hranchc* ot the so- 
called bundle of His.

cases a complex and lengthy 

operation has to bo carried out 
using an apparatus (or artificial 
blood circulation. 

This lima, the patient was 
given medical help wllhmii suf- 
fering a cardiac arrest and with 
a minimum of surgical Interfer- 
ence. AH that was needed was 
several moments In order to in- 
troduce a flexible fibre Into 
the heart through which, using 
a laser beam, the Ills bundle 
was crossed without drawing 
blood.
